SAIGON (UPI)—Increasingly 
bold Communist terrorists to­ 
day bombed the home of an 
American 
military adviser in 
the town of Long Xuyen a n d 
tossed a hand grenade at a 
suburban Saigon police station, 
the official Vietnamese p r e s s 
agency reported. 


No casualties were reported 
in the Long Xuyen attack, but 
five policemen were wounded, 
one seriously, 
when 
the gre­ 
nade exploded in the entrance 
to the Go Vap station house. A 
passing woman was struck by a 
grenade fragment. 


The explosive device used in 
the 
pre-dawn 
attack 
on 
the 
Am erican’s home in Long Xuy­ 
en was a plastic bomb. 
The 
home 
and 
nearby 
residences 
were damaged. It was the lat­ 
est in a series of anti-American 
terrorist assaults blamed on the 
Communist Viet Cong guerril­ 
las. Long Xuyen is about 90 
miles southwest of Saigon. 


A top U.S. 
security official 
said today the Viet .Cong te r­ 
rorist who shot and killed an 
American military policeman in 
the Feb. 16 bombing of a Sai­ 
gon movie theater has been a r ­ 
rested by Vietnamese police. 


The MP and two other A m er­ 
icans were killed in the bomb­ 
ing of the theater, 
used ex­ 
clusively by the U.S. com mu­ 
nity 
here. 
Forty-nine 
other 
Americans were injured. 


The provost m arshal of the 
U.S. Military Assistance Com­ 
mand said the arrested terror­ 
ist was taken into custody on 
Feb. 19. He said an investiga­ 
tion, including a lie detector 
test, 
has 
established 
‘‘over­ 
whelming evidence” of the a r ­ 
rested m an’s guilt. He said he 
was identified 
by an eyewit­ 
ness to the shooting. 


A second terrorist, who a c ­ 
tually planted the bomb in the 
theater lobby, is still at large.

three streets — Madison Ave. in 
Oaklihurst and Popular St. and 
W. Gilliam Ave. in Langhorne 
Terrace.

mitted a budget proposal in De­ 
cember made the bond neces­ 
sary, Wright stated. They are 
a 10-cent an hour pay increase 
for highway employes, a pen­ 
sion plan for all township p er­ 
sonnel and microfilming of the 
township records. 


Same Tax Rate 


The tax rate would stay at 
1034 mills, Wright said.

The new access in Lower O r­ 
chard could be built either on 
the western side, providing a 
second outlet to Newportville 
Road, or bridge Mill Creek and 
connect with Juniper Hill.

“ Up In Air” 


Just where the highway build­ 
ing will be located is “ up in the 
air,” Wright said. The super­ 
visors want to build it on Flow­ 
ers Mills Road, near Route I. 
which is almost the geograph­ 
ical center of the township. But 
the proposed route for the Dela­ 
ware Expressway cuts off the 
road from Route I and passes 
through the desired site, he ex­ 
plained. 


“ These proposals are in line 
with the board’s promise at the 
beginning of the year 
to in­ 
crease the rate of construction 
and improvement in the town­ 
ship,” Wright said. 


In The Budget 


The budget recommends ex­ 
penditures of $229,800 for public 
safety 
and 
$156,800 
for high­ 
ways. The 1963 budget allocat­ 
ed an equal amount for public 
safety and 
$101,000 for 
high­ 
ways. 


The current rate of one mill 
for debt service would not be 
increased more than Vi mill by 
the bond, Wright said, and the 
increase would be absorbed in 
the budget.
